1849:"  Provided y  That  in  case  of  the  resignation  or  death 
of  any  member  who  may  be  elected  a  Delegate  to  said  Con- 
vention, that  in  such  case  the  Governor  shall,  upon  informa- 
tion, issue  a  writ  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  where  such  va* 
cancy  may  occur,  authorizing  him  to  hold  an  election  at  the 
earliest  time  practicable,  to  elect  other  Delegates  to  fill  any 
vacancy  thus  occurring.

Be  it  enacted  bu  the  Oenend  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky,  That  where  any  feme  obvert  sfaaU 
Bave  heretofore  united  with  her  hoebaiid  with  a  view  to 
pass  her  inheritance  in  any  conveyance  of  real  estate  situa- 
ted in  this  Commonwesltih,  and  shall  have  acknowledged 
ihe  same  conveyance,  separate  and  apart  from  her  husband,

same  is  just  and  due,  as  he  verily  believes,  and  has  never, 
to  his  knowledge,  been  settled  or  paid  by  the  decedent,  or 
by  any  person  for  him,  and  that  there  is  no  just  offset 
known  to  him  eitlier  at  law  or  in  equity,  against  said 
demand,  unless  there  is  an  offset  known  to  the  claim- 
ant; in  which  event  such  offset  must  be  set  forth  in 
said  affidavit:  Provided ,  That  in  the  event  of  the  death 
of  any  such  claimant,  the  affidavit  to  be  made  by  his 
or  her  representative  shall  state  that  he,  she  or  they  be- 
lieve such  claim  to  be  just,  due,  and  unpaid,  and  that  there 
is  no  such  offset  known  to  the  affiant,  or  affiants,  unless  any 
such  offset  shall  exist,  and  be  known  to  such  affiant ;  in 
which  event  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ailiant  or  affiants  to 
disclose  the  same  in  said  affidavit.

justly  due  and  owing  him  from  the  decedent's  estate,  exclu- 
sive of  any  payment,  set  off,  or  usurious  interest. .  The 
affidavit  shall  be  attached  to  the  paper  containing  the  evi- 
dence of  the  demand :  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  any  debt  or  demand  in  any  case  where  the  proof 
has  already  been  made  before  the  Master  Commissioner. 

Sec  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That,  upon  the  presentation 
of  any  claim  against  any  decedent's  estate,  supported  by 
the  affidavit  of  a  witness,  when  existing  in  parol,  or  the 
written  obligatioh  of  a  decedent,  the  execator  or  adminis- 
trator shall  demand  of  the  claimant  to  make  affidavit  that 
no  portion  of  said  demand  has  been  paid,  or  is  tainted  with 
usury,  so  far  as  he  knows  or  believes.  And  where  suit  may 
be  brou^  against  executors  or  administrators,  they  shall 
have  the  right  to  summon  and  coerce  the  attendance  of  the 
claimant,  original  obligee,  or  intermediate  assignors,  and 
interrogate  them  touching  the  question  of  usury  in  the  trans- 
action. And  if  it  should  turn  out  that  any  portion  of  the 
demand  is  usurious,  or  that  usury  has  been  paid  by  the  de- 
oedent,^rowing  out  of  the  demand  claimed,  judgment  shall 
only  be  rendered  for  so  much  of  the  original  demand,  with 
legal  interest,  as  may  be  due,  free  from  usury.

pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offence,  and  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  for  every  twenty  four  hours  he  shall  suf- 
fer sQch  obstruction  to  remain  in  said  river,  as  aforesaid, 
recoverable  by  warrant  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  one 
moiety  of  which  shall  go  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  to

Bank  to  redeem  said  scrip  when  presented  for  redemption : 
and,  whereas,  nearlj'^  the  whole  of  the  small  scrip,  issued 
by  said  Bank,  has  been  redeemed  from  circulation ;  there- 
fore, for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  the  balance  of  said  scrip, 
and  making  a  final  settlement  with  said  Bank  of  her  said 
agency — 

Sec.  I.  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com-

imposed  by  law,  upon  every  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of 
propertv  now  subject  to  taxation,  and  liable  to  be  assessed 
under  the  existing  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth ; 
which  additional  tax  of  two  cents,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
collectable  only  for  the  year  1849,  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
the  approaching  Convention,  and  to  supply  the  deficiency,  if 
any  exist,  from  the  alledged  defalcation  of  the  late  Trea- 
surer. 
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Sec.  2.  That  instead  of  the  sums  now  ilequired  by  law 
to  be  paid  by  the  owners  and  keepers  of  any  itinerant  me- 
nagerie, circus,  or  theatric.al  performance,  there  shall  be 
paid  by  such  owners  or  keepers,  in  advance,  for  their  li- 
cense, as  now  required  by  law,  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  per 
day,  for  each  and  every  day's  exhibition  thereof,  for  each 
one  hundred  voters  contained  in  the  county  in  which  such 
exhibition,  show  or  performance  may  be  exhibited  or  made ; 
the  license  for  such  exhibitions  to  be  obtained  and  paid  for 
in  the  manner  now  directed  by  law :  Provided^  That  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  Jefferson  county 
proper,  excluding  the  city  of  Louisville ;  and  the  tax  so  paid 
shall  not  exceed  ten  dollars  per  day  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
to  the  Commonwealth,  under  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sbc.  3.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no 
merchant,  or  vender  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
shall  be  permitted  to  sell  spirituous  liquors  in  quantities  now 
provided  by  law,  until  he  or  they  shall  first  obtain  from  the 
Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  where  he  or  they  may  reside,  a 
license  to  sell  the  same  for  twelve  months,  and  shall  pay 
the  Clerk,  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  such  li- 
cense, which  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  as  other  taxes, 
received  by  the  Clerks  of  County  Courts,  are  now  paid  into 
the  Treasury. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  any  merchant,  or^  vender  of  any  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  proceed  to  sell  any  spirituous 
liquors,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of 
this  act,  he  or  they  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  im- 
posed upon  tavern  keepers  for  selling  spirituous  liquors 
without  license,  and  to  be  recovered  and  appropriated  in 
the  same  manner. 

Sec.  5.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  pro- 

Erietor  of  any  nine  or  ten  pin  alley,  which  has  heretofore 
een  erected,  and  is  now  kept,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
erected  or  kept  in  this  Commonwealth,  to  pay  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  County  Court  of  the  county  in  which  such  alley  is 
erected  and  kept,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  annually ;  and 
shall  execute  bond  m  the  Clerk's  office^  in  a  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  said 
Clerk,  conditioned  that  no  gaming,  riotous  or  disorderly 
conduct  shall  be  allowed  upon  said  alley,  or  in  the  building 
containing  the  same;  and  the  Clerk  shall  thereupon  grant 
or  permit  such  person  or  persons  to  keep  such  alley  for  the 
space  of  one  year;  and  the  Clerk  shall  account  for  all  sums 
of  money  paid  by  virtue  of  this  act,  as  other  taxes  are  now 
accounted  for  by  law. 

Sec.  6.  That  if  any  person  shall  hereafter  presume  to 
keep  any  nine  or  ten  pin  alley,  without  first  having  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  the  fifUi  section  of  this  act,  such  per- 
son shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of 
' ••"•d  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  information  or  in- 
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dictment,  and  applied  as  oth^r  fined  and  forfeitures  are  new 
applied  by  law ;  and  if  any  keeper  or  keepers  of  such  al- 
ley, shall  violate,  or  knowingly  permit  to  be  violated,  the 
condition  of  his  bond  provided  for  as  above,  he  and  his  sure- 
ties may  be  sued  thereon  in  any  Court,  of  this  Common- 
wealth having,  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  and  the  penalty  of 
such  bond  be  recovered  and  applied  as  other  forfeitures  arei 
now  applied. 

Sec.  7.  Hereafter,  when  any  County  Court  grants  a  tav- 
ern privilege,  the  Court  shall  order  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
to  issue  a  license  for  the  same,  as  soon  as  such  applicant 
produces  to  the  Clerk  the  SherilF's  receipt  for  ten  dollars,  the 
amount  of  tax. 

Sec.  8.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  persons  who 
stand  a  stud,  jack,  or  bull,  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  license 
money  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  where  the  stud,  jack, 
or  bull,  may  stand,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court, 
shall  not  grant  any  license  for  the  standing  of  any  of  the* 
aforesaid  animals,  until  the  owner  produces  the  Sheriff's 
receipt  for  the  standing  money. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Court  Clerk  of 
each  county,  to  file  the  Sheriff's  receipt  for  all  the  license 
money  received  as  aforesaid ;  and  by  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember in  each  year,  he  shall  copy  and  forward  to  the  2d 
Auditor,  a  full  and  complete  list  of  all  such  receipts,  show- 
ing the  amount,  from  whom  received,  and  for  what  pur- 
pose received ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff, 
by  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  t6  make  a  simi- 
lar return.  The  County  Court  Clerks  shall  be  allowed 
twenty  five  Cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  paa*ties,  for  issuing  each 
license ;  and  the  Sheriff  shall  be  allowed  three  per  cent,  for 
collecting  and  paying  over ;  and  the  Sheriff  shall  pay  into 
the  Treasury  all  moneys  collected  under  this  act,  at  the 
sam^  time  the  revenue  is  paid,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties,  in  case  of  failure  to  pay. 

Sec.  10.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Judges 
of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  at  each  term 
of  their  respective  Courts,  to  specially  give  in  charge  to  the 
grand  jury  of  each  county,  the  fifth  and  eleventh  sections 
of  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  add  to  the  resources  of  the 
Sinking  Fund,  approved  March  1 1th,  1843.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  several  Attorneys  for  the  Commonwealth, 
to  prosecute  for  all  violations  of  said  sections  of  said  act ; 
and  the  said  Attorneys  shall,  be  entitied  to  receive  twenty 
per  cent,  of  all  moneys  which  may  be  collected  for  viola- 
tions of  said  act. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  Governor  be  and  he  is  hereby  request- 
ed, as  soon  as  praeticable,  to  ascertain  all  public  defaulters 
to  this  Commonwealth,  and  their  probable  ability  to  make 
good  the  amount  of  their  said  defalcation,  in  whole  or  in 
part ;  and  if,  in  his  opinion,  they  arc  able  to  pay  as  much 
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as  ten  per  cent  thereon,  to  cause  suit  to  be  broagbt  again-^t       ^  ^^q 

all  persons  legally  bound  therefor,  for  the  recovery  thereof, 1- 

unless  the  same  be  settled  or  adjusted  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June  next. 

Sec.  18.  That  each  and  every  keeper,  of  a  coffee  house,         Kaepw^of 
OP  other  person,  who  shall  be  licensed  by  any  city  or  town  ^^^^\q  p  Jy  "S?; 
authority,  to  retail  or  sell  any  spirituous  liquors,  shall  pay  a 
tax  of  ten  dollars  to  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court  of  the 
county  of  his  residence,  who  shall  account  for  and  pay  over 
the  same  as  he  is  required  by  law  to  account  lor  and  pay 
over  tax  on  tavern  license  ;  and  all  Clerks  shall,  in  regard 
to  coffee  houses  thus  paying  tax,  be  governed  in  every  re- 
spect by  the  laws  in  force  prescribing  their  duty  as  to  tax  on    . 
tavern  license ;  and  any  coffee  house  keeper,  or  other  per- 
son, who  shall  sell  or  retail  spirituous  liquors  without  having 
first  paid  such  tax,  as   aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to  all  the 
pains  and  penalties  imposed  upon  persons  who  sell  or  re- 
tail spirituous  liquors  without  license.

and  a  Clerk,  as  is  now  required,  by  law,  in  other  cases  for 
holding  elections  at  precincts  in  thb .  Commonwealth ;  and 
that  the  Sheriff  of  said  county  be,  and  he  is  hereby  requir* 
ed  to  open  a  poll  at  each  of  said  election  precincts  at  all 
general  elections  in  this  Commonwealth.

entitled  to  said  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  then  said  Regis- 
ter shall  issue  said  patent  in  the  name  of  John  Doss ;  which, 
when  so  issued,  shal)  vest  thq  titje  to  said  land  in  him  as 
fully  as  if  the  original  patent  had  issued  in  his  name»  aad 
the  original  patent,  dated  January  12th,  1^47,  will  then  be

ship five,  range  three,  east,  containing  eighty  acres ;  also, 
one  acre  of  land  on  the  south  half  of  the  north  east  quar- 
ter of  section,  township  and  range  aforesaid,  to  be  laid  off 
BO  as  to  include  all  llie  lots  and  buildings  put  thereon  by 
said  Asher  Gough,  said  lands  lying  in  Marshall  county, 
Kentucky^  and  being  the  same  lands  that  were  conveyed 
to  said  Augustus,  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  said  Asher  Gough, 
on  the  sale  of  said  lands,  shall  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  receive  and  collect  the  purchase  money,  and  invest 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  lands  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  deem  most  advantageous  to  the  interest  of  his  in- 
fant soti  Augustus.

Kentncky,  west  of  Tennessee  river,  now  known  as  Dela- 
ware creek,  or  which  has  heretofore  been  known  as  Dela- 
ware creek,  and  he  may  take  such  proof,  oral  or  written, 
as  shall  be  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  ascertain  whether 
there  be  such  a  creek  or  not ;  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to 
certify  the  result  of  his  inquiry  to  Joseph  Hardaway,  and,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Com- 
fnanvxalth  of  Keniucky^  That  an  act,  entitled,  an  act  to  pro- 
hibit the  County  Court  of  Fleming  from  subscribing  stock 
on  behalf  of  said  county,  in  works  of  Internal  Improve- 
ment, approved  January  27th,  1838,  be  and  ^he  same  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  County  Court  of  Fleming,  shall 
have  the  right  to  subscribe  stock  in  any  of  the  Turnpike 
roads  of  said  county,  and  levy  and  collect  a  tax  to  pay  for 
such  stock :  Provided^  That  said  Court  shall  cause  such  tax 
to  be  levied  on  the  ad  valorem  principle,  aiid  take,  as  their 
guide,  the  books  of  the  Assessors  of  said  county,  for  the 
year  in  which  the  tax  shall  be  levied.

worship  for  said  Community,  and  did  actually  commence 
the  same :  and  whereas,  the  said  Community  or  congrega- 
tion, afterwards  relinquishing  the  idea  of  so  appropriating 
the  said  ground,  have  purchased,  for  the  same  purpose,  an- 
other lot  in  a  different  part  of  said  city,  and  have  sold  the 
first  mentioned  lot :  and  whereas,  doubts  are  entertained 
as  to  the  power  of  said  Community,  or  their  constituted 
authorities,  under  the  charter  granted  them  by  the  Legis- 
lature, approved  January  121h,  1843,  to  sell  and  convey 
said  lot.    For  remedy  whereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnumioealth 
of  Keniuckyy  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Parmas,  or 
Seignior  Warden  of  said  Community,  for  the  time  being, 
to  make,  sign,  execute  and  deliver,  any  deed  or  other  con-

sell  or  dispose  of  any  of  said  slaves  in  the  way  of  trade, 
then  said  bartrum  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  this  act  had  never  passed.

property  would  not  only  be  consistent  with  the  intention  of 
the  testator,  as  expressed  by  him  in  his  life  time,  but  would 
evidently  be  for  the  advantage  of  those  having  an  interest 
therein,  and  meet  with  the  sanction  and  approbation  of  th^ 
Trustees  in  said  will.    Therefore, 
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Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Aasembfy  of  the  Cooi' 
numweabh  of  KnUuckg^  That  it  shall  be  lawtid  for  the  Madi* 
son  Circait  Court,  upon  a  bill  filed  for  that  purpose  in  the 
names  of  the  said  David  I.  Caldwell,  and  his  wife  and 
children,  to  which  the  Trustees  in  said  will  shall  be  partieft, 
to  decree  a  sale  of  said  land,  real  estate,  and  Bank  stock, 
upon  such  credits  as  said  Court  may  deem  most  to  the  in- 
terest  of  the  benificicuies  under  said  will :  Provided^  That 
the  Court  shall  not  decree  such  a  sale  wnl^s  it  shall  be  of 
opinion,  from  the  affidavits  of  disinterested  persons  filed  in 
the  case,  that  it  will  conduce  to  the  advantage  of  the  wife 
and  children  of  the  said  David  L  Caldwell,  and  unless  the 
Trustees  assent  thereto.

He  shall  have  con- 
trol over  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town,  and  shall  see 
that  they  are  not  obstructed  for  a  longer  time  than  may  be 
allowed  by  the  Trustees,  by  any  merchandise,  timber^  or 
other  thing.  He  shall,  also,  do  and  perform  all  other  duties 
and  services  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  may,  by  their  or- 
ders, require  of  him. 

Sec.  22.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall,  from  time  to  time,      TWirtaes  may 
when  they  shall  deem  it  expedient  or  necessary,  have  full  cie«,duw  ^*^"* 
power  to  fill  any  and  all  vacancies,  in  any  of  the  offices  men*- 
tioned  in  this  act,  and  also  to  remove  from  office  any  of  the 
officers  herein  mentioned,  whenever  they  deem  the  interest 
of  the  town  shall  require  it.

monwealth  of  Kentnckyy  That  the  administrator,  with  the  ■ — 

vnU  annexed,  of  Polly  Armstrong,  deceased,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  file  his  bill  in  chancery,  in  the  Woodford  Circuit 
Court,  in  which  county  said  Armstrong  died,  and  the  land 
lies,  stating,  under  oath,  that  in  his  judgment  it  is  to  the 
interest  of  said  estate  that  said  land  should  have  been 
sold. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  eruwtedj  That,  upon  the  filing  such 
a  bill,  the  said  Court  shall  institute'  an .  enquiry,  whether 
said  land  has  been  sold  at  a  fair  price,  and  whether  it  is 
the  interest  of  said  estate  that  the  sale  should  be  confirm- 
ed, and  if,  in  his  judgment,  such  is  the  case,  then  a  decree 
shall  be  rendered  by  him,  confirming  said  sale,  so  far  as 
the  infant  children  of  said  Armstrong  areinterested. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  Court  shall  keep 

control  of  said  case  until  the  whole  of  the  purchase  money

'--*—  hear  and  determine  said  cause  at  the  ti»rm  at  wluch  the 

same  may  be  filed ;  and  if  said  Judge  shall  believe,  from 
all  the  facts  in  the  case,  that  said  sale  of  lots  was,  or  is 
beneficial  to  the  children  of  said  John  6.

indebtedness  of  said  estate,  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain  the 
the  same ;  and,  upon  the  service  of  process  on  said  defen- 
dants, as  now  required  by  law ;  and  the  appearance,  in 
Court,  of  all  the  infant  l^irs,  by  guardian^  ad  litems  as  the

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
Police  Jodge  ffio^if>calth  of  Kentucky^  That  there  shall  be  appointed  and 
-hS  ower  Md  eommissioued,  a  Police  Judge  for  the  town  of  "East  Mays- 
jarisdfctioB.       ville,"  in  Mason  county ;  who  shall  have  jurisdiction  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  town,  of  all  misdemeanors,  and  of  all 
causes,  civil,  criminal,  or  penal,  in  which  Justices  of  the 
Peace  have  jurisdiction ;  and,  that,  in  criminal  or  penal  ca- 
ses, he  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  now  given,  by  law,  to 
,  two  Justices  of  the  Peace ;  and  shall  proceed  in  the  same 

manner  that  two  Justices  of  the  Peace  are  required  in  such 
cases.  He  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  require 
bail,  and  to  receive  the  acknowledgment  and  execution  of 
recognizances  of  bail,  in  all  cases  originating  before  himi 
in  which  is,  or  may  hereafter  be,  required  by  law ;  and  such 
recognizances  shall  be  taken  in  such  form,  and  be  returned 
in  such  manner  as  is,  or  may  be,  prescribed  by  the  several 
laws  requiring  bail.  He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
peace,  and  have  jurisdiction  over  affrays,  assaults  and  bat- 
teries, riots,  breaches  of  the  peace,  unlawful  assemblies, 
all  cases  of  indecent  or  immoral  behavior  or  conduct, 
calculated  to  disturb  the  peace  and  dignify  of  said  town, 
over  all  cases  of  drunkenness,  profane  swearing,  running 
horses,  firing  guns  or  pistols,  making  reports,  by  burning 
power,  or  matches,  or  crackers,  crying  aloud  by  day  or 
night,  and  all  other  riotous  conduct  whatever  within  said 
town.  He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  offences  or  causes 
arising  out  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  passed  by  the 
*'  Board  of  Tnuteesi  of  the  enforcement  of  tfie  powera  grant- 
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ed  them  by  law.  He  sball  have  power  to  order  the  Mar- 
shal to  Bummons  a  jury  in  any  case  cognizable  before  him, 
when  a  jury  would,  be  required  before  the  Circuit  Court  or 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace;  and^in  all  cases  where  the  amount 
of  the  fine  is  not,  or  may  not  be  fixed  by  law,  the  same  shall 
be  ascertained  by  the  verdict  of  a  jury.  He  shall  have 
power  to  issue  summons  for  witnesses  in  cases  pending  be- 
fore him»  and  compel  their  attendance  by  compulsory  pro- 
cess. He  shall  have  power,  without  the  intervention  of  a 
jury»  to  fine  for  contempts :  Providedy  The  fine  does  not 
exceed  ten  dollars.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  hinf  to  take  de- 
positions, and  certify  the  same,  when  they  are  to  be  read 
as  evidence  in  any  court  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  grant 
writs  of  71^  cxcaty  restraining  orders,  aiid  iiyunctions,  for 
which  he  may  receive  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  in  each  case,  to 
be  taxed  in  the  bill  of  costs.  He  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  fees  for  like  services  that  Justices  of  the 
Peace  are  now  entitled  bylaw.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of 
his  proceedings,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  evidence  in  all 
courts  of  Justice,  and  have  the  same  effect  as  the  records 
bf  Justices  of  the  Peace.  All  trials  before  the  Police  Judge 
shall  be  held  and  had  in  the  town  of  East  Maysville.  The 
civil  jurisdiction  of  said  Judge  shall  be  restricted  to  cases 
in  which  the  defendants  reside,  or  the  process  is  served 
within  the  limits  of  said  town  ;  and  the  jurisdiction  hereby 
given  him,  of  criminal  and  penal  ofiences,  shall  be  co-ex- 
tensive with  the  limits  of  the  county.

CHAPTER  436. 

AN  ACT  to  iBOorporate  the  Petenborg  and  Burtiagton  Tnnipike  Road 
CompanYi  aad  Owenton  and  Ross*  Mill  Torapike  Road  Company. 

Sbc.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  Com- 
monioeedth  of  Kentucky,  That  a  Company  sh^lbe,  and  is 
hereby  formed,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artificial 
Turnpike  Road  from  Petersburg  to  Burlington,  on  the  Mc Ad- 
ams plan,  making  Joseph  G.  Botts'  a  point  in  said  road,  to 
be  known  as  the  Petersburg  and  Burlington  Turnpike  Road 
Company;  and,  by  that  name,  shall  be  a  body  politic. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  Company  ehall  be 
$30,000,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  $25  each :  Provide  /, 
That  if,  after  an  election  of  officers,  as  hereinafter  directe  1, 
it  shall  be  believed  by  a  mcyority  of  said  Directors  that 
said  road  may  be  constructed  for  a  less  sum  than  $80,000,

corporate  the  Kentucky  Military  Institute,  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows,  to- wit :  ^^  That  the  institution  in  the  county 
of  Franklin,  known  as  the  Franklin  Institute,  be,  and  the 
same  is  incorporated  under  the  style  of  the  Kentucky  Col- 
legiate and  Military  Institute,  on  the  plan  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for."

shall  have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  collect  the 
same,  as  they  would  have  had,  if  the  said  fee  bills  had  been 
delivered  within  the  time  required  by  law. 
Sbc.  2.  That  James  Sparks,  former  Sheriff  of  Harlan 
jm.  Sparks,  county,  have  the  further  time  of  two  years  to  collect  any 
taxes  or  fee  bills  that  may  be  due  him  for  the  years  1842, 
1843,  and  1844;  and  he  may  list  the  same  with  the  Sheriff 
of  Harlau  county,  for  the  time  being ;  and  he  is  authorized  to 
collect  said  taxes  and  fee  bills  and  account  for  the  same  as 
now  provided  by  laVe.

Robert  Fry,  William  Fry,  John  Fry,  Mildred  Fry,  Ann  Pry, 
and  Clifton  T.  Fry ;  thai  they  all  attained  the  age  of  twenty 
one  years,  except  John,  Ann,  Mildred,  and  Clifton  Fry,  and 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  said  Eliza  Fry,  a  sale  of  said  land, 
and  the  investment  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  in  another

mainder, in  fee  simple,  to  said  heirs,  taking,  from  the  Com- 
missioner making  said  investment,  bond,  with  good  securi- 
ty, and  in  an  adequate  penalty,  and  payable  to  said  widow 
and  heirs,  with  condition  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
any  duty  which  may  be  imposed  on  him  by  said  Court ;  and 
the  Court  shall  make  such  orders  as  are  necessary  to  effec- 
tuate said  sale  and  investment,  by  securing  to  said  widow 
and  heirs  the  title  of  the  land  to  be  so  purchased.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky^  That  the  Marshall  County  Court  shall  have 
power  to  change  so  much  of  the  State  road,  in  said  county, 
between  Waidsboro'  and  Grey's  Ferry,  as  runs  upon  the 
land  of  George  W.  Lee ;  and,  on  the  application  of  said 
Lee  for  that  purpose,  the  said  Court  shall  appoint  three 
competent  Commissionerer,  house  keepers,  and  not  of  the 
neignborhood  of  said  Lee,  to  view  ana  report  the  proposed 
change,  the  conveniencies  and  inconveniences  to  the  pub- 
lic and  individuals ;  and,  upon  the  return  of  the  inquisition, 
said  Court  may  order  a  change  in  said  road  as  above  indi- 
cated, if  the  distance  in  said  road  will  not  be  increased  by 
said  change,  and  the  road  be  not  put  upon  worse  ground : 
Provided,  A  majority  of  two  thirds  of  all  the  Justices  in 
said  county  concur  in  ordering  the  change :  And^  provided 
further,  That  said  Court  shall  not  order  any  change  in  said 
road  until  that  part  to  which  it  is  to  be  changed  shall  be 
opened  and  put  in  first  rate  order.

Green  River  Road,"  approved  February  10,  1848,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  established  as  the  Cumberland,  Fair- 
view  and  Green  Kiver  Road,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
said  act,  and  in  lieu  of  the  route  designated  in  said  act.

the  stockholders  of  said  ooonty  or  counties,  as  the  case 
ma^  be,  wbp  shall,  in  pursuance  thereof,  convene  and  elect 
H  nesident  and  four  Directors,  from  ^tiiong  the  stockhol- 
ders, to  act  for  said  county  pr  counties,  respectively,  for  one 
year,  or  until  their  successors  be  duly  elected  and  qualified, 
each  stockholder  to  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
which  he  mii^y  hold,  under  six  shares ;  two  votes  for  each 
share  between  six  apd  ten,  inclusive  ;  and  one  vote  for  aU 
shares  above  ten.

Be  U  further  enacUdy  That,  upon  the  election 
and  qualification  of  the  President  and  JDireotors  of  the 
Boards  ajforesaid,  for  both  or  either  of  said  counties,  they 
shall  separately,  distinctly,  and  independently,  constitute 
bodies  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  each  having

and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transferring,  and  conveying, 
in  fee  simple,  all  snch  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments, 
and  eatate,  real  and  personal,  as  shall  be  necess^y  te 
them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work ;  and  to  sne  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered^ 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  proper  courts  of  record,  or 
any  other  place  whatever ;  and,  also,  to  have  a  common 
seal,  and  to  do  all  and  every  other  matter  or  thing,  within 
&e  object  and  scope  of  their  incorporation,  which  a  body 
politic  or  corporate  may  lawfully  do. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  President  and  Di- 
rectors of  the  'Boards  respectively,  for  the  counties  of 
Clarke  and  Montgomery,  or  the  President  and  Directors  of 
the  stockholders  at  large,  may  call  on  the  subscribers  of 
stock  for  any  portion  ot  their  subscription,  not  exceeding 
one  sixth  of  the  total  amount  at  a  time,  nor  on  shorter  pe- 
riods than  six  months,  beginning  with  one  call,  until  the 
whole  shall  have  been  paid.  And  if  it  shall  be  ascertain- 
ed that  the  amount  of  capital  before  named,  is  not  suf- 
ficient to  accomplish  the  full  purpose  of  this  act,  the  Presi- 
dent and  Directors  of  both  Boards,  for  the  counties  of 
Clarke  and  Montgomery,  or  a  mis^rity  of  each,  by  their 
concurrent  resolve,  or  if  thev  are  superceded,  the  FFesident 
and  Directors  for  the  stockholders  at  large,  may  increase 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  to  such  sum  as  they  shall  judge 
sufficient  to  complete  the  road  from  die  extreme  points  of 
termination ;  and  may,  according  to  their  discretion,  open 
books  for  the  subscription  of  such  additional  amount  <^ 
capital  stock  as  they  shall  direct. 

S£C.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That,  after  the  first  elec- 
tion of  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Boaitk  for  Clarke

Board  shall  be  respectively  elected  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
May,  at  such  places  as  may  be  appointed  by  each  Board 
respectively;  and,  before  the  stockholders,  convened  for 
such  election,  each  President  shall  lay  a  general  expose  of 
the  situation  of  affairs  of  the  Company,  coming  within  the 
respective  direction  and  government  of  each  Board,  and, 
also,  the  record  of  their  proceedings  for  the  preceding' 
year. 

Sec.  8.  Be  itfurthet*  enacted.  That  the  President  and  Di- 
tors,  first  chosen  for  the  counties  of  Clarke  and  Montgome- 
ry, aforesaid,  shall  deliver  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Pres- 
identy  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Boards  re- 
spectively, to  each  stockholder,  for  the  shares  by  him  held; 
which  certificate  shall  be  transferrable  on  the  books  of  said 
Board,  according  to  the  order,  in  person,  or  by  attorney,  in 
fact,  of  such  stockholder;  but  no  share  shall  be  transferred 
until  all  calls  or  arrearages  thereon  are  paid.  On  the  trans- 
fer of  any  share,  the  original  or  existing  certificate  shall  be 
surrendered,  and  a  new  one  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
purchaser  thereof,  who  shall,  thereupon,  become  one  of 
the  corporators,  and  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges, 
and  benefits,  of  the  corporators  generally.  And  when  the 
county  Boards  of  Directors  shall  have  been  superseded  by 
a  President  and  Directors  for  the  stockholders  at  large,  all 
existingcertificates  of  stock  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  gen- 
eral Board,  and,  in  lieu  thereof,  certificates  shall  be  issued 
to  each  shareholder,  having  been  first  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  for  the  general 
Board,  and  having  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Company  at- 
tached to  each  certificate. 

Sec.  9.  Be  it  furtlier  enacted.  That  the  President  of  each 
Board  of  Directors  may  call  meetings  of  his  Board,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper ;  and  a  majority 
of  all  the  Directors  of  each  Board  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  transaction  of  business.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Comnumwedlth 
if  Kentucky,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Sur- 
veyor of  tiie  county  of  Owsley  to  survey  and  lay  off,  for 
Henry  M.  Lutes,  of  Owsley  county,  upon  a  Kentucky 
Treasury  warrant,  issued  by  the  Treasurer  of  Estill  coun- 
ty, in  the  year  1839,  to  Henry  Lutes,  Sen.,  and  by  him  as- 
signed to  the  said  Henry  M.  Lutes,  which  warrant  is  for 
fifty  acres  of  land  in  that  part  of  Owsley  county  stricken

such,  shall  have  perpetual  snecession,  and  be  capable,  io 
law,  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  saing 
and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  any 
action  or  suit,  in  any  Court  whatever ;  and  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure.

any  such  lots,  or  land,  as  he  may  sell  by  virtue  of  this  acX: 
Provided,  That  said  Robert  T.  Stratton  shall  not  becooie  the 
purchaser  of  said  land,  or  lots,  either  mediately  or  imMne- 
diatdy.

Whereas,  inducements  have  been  held  out  to  citizens  of 
Kentucky,  as  well  as  other  States,  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, to  engage  in  the  production  of  water  rotted  hemp  for 
the  use  of  the  United  States  Navy :  and  whereas,  such  in- 
ducements have  caused  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  Ken- 
tucky, as  well  as  other  hemp  growing  States,  to  engage  in 
the  business  at  much  expense :  and  whereas,  by  the  most 
rigid  tests  used  at  the  Government  Rope  Walk  at  Charles- 
town,  Massachusetts,  it  has  been  clearly  established  that 
American  Hemp  can  be  produced  equal'  to  any  in  the 
w^orld :  and  whereas,  by  an  advertisement  of  the  United 
States  Hemp  Agent  for  Kentucky,  published  at  Louisville, 
and  dated  December  30, 1848,  we  are  fearful  of  some  ad- 
verse change  in  the  policy  of  our  Federal  Government  ill 
regard  to  this  important  western  interest.    Therefore,
